1,000 Cars Of Peaches.

(From the West Plains Gagatte.)
Everywherein the peach growing dis-
tricts of Howell and Oregon counties
there is au great activity in preparing
tohandle the biggest cropever known.
Orchard owners realize the faoct that
they, like the army general, must pre-
pare for war in time of peace. New
packing sheds have been erected,
thousands of baskets and materials
ordered and arrangements mode to
organize the vast armies of pickers
and packers that will be required to
handle the crop.

One thonsand cars! Just think of
it, Enough peaches to supplyan em-
pire will be shipped from two coun-
ties in Missouri this year. And prices
are going to be good. Word has bean
réceived that there will be & short
crop in north Georgia, which produces
the only peaches that compete with
the Southern Missouri markets. In 1011
many growers of Howellocounty aver-
aged over§1,800 net per car, and some
orchards made a8 much as 8500 per
acre profit from their erop: This
year's erop, which is excellent in
quality as well as quanity, shonld
bring equally as good profits.
At\Brandsville and Koshkonong la-
bor bureans will be maintained and in
this manner the labor will be distri-
buted over the district and very little
of thecrop lost. In 1911 many penches
ratted on the treea because there
were no pleckers to handle the froit,
some orchards had more labor than
necegsary. After the piokera finish
work at Koshkonong and Brandsville
they migrate northward like the birds
and there is no trouble among orchard
men around Olden, Pomona and Wil-
low Springs to secure suffloient pick-
ers and packers to handle the crop.
Realizing the fact it will require
much attention and seguipment to
handle this big peach crop, the Frisco
Railroad is making big preparations
at Brandsville and Koshkonong and
other points, Buperintendent Balizell
has a foroe of men putting in switches
to all the packing sheds so the fruit
can be loaded direct in refrigerator
cars. The side tracks* at Brandaville
and Koshkonong have been enlarged
and a switch engine will be kept busy
selting oars for the accommodation
the fruit men. The Frisco expects to
handle four trains of peaches daily
out of Howell and Oregon counties
during the season.
There is sn assoclation at Brands-
ville and Koshkonong which will pro-
tect the growers and handle the crop,
The members of this association re-
cently estimated they wonld have 375
cirs of peaches. There are two large
orchards at Brandsville outeide of
the assoociation that will ship at least
170 ears, making the total 005 onrs.
The Olden Fruit Company and Chick-
asaw Orchards at Olden will ship 100
oars and West Plalos, Pomona, Wil-
low Springs, Burnhom und Mountain
View will awell the total output far

The best of feeling seems to exist be-
twean the management and men and
it is to be hoped that same sensible
counsel will prevail and that all diffi-
eulties will be adjusted. Conferences
nre being held between the men and
Superintendent Taylor. The general
opinion prevails that the whole mabt-
ter will be definitely settled this week.
The factory is still running, and now
there seams to be no likelihood of a
shut down which would be a misfor-
tune not only to the people at Festus
and Crystal City, but to the whole
country.—Jefferson County Record.
